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On November 12, 1990 the Names Project visited St. Michael’s 
campus. The Names Project was established in June 1987 in 
response to the devastation caused by the disease AIDS. The 
Names Project has sought to reach all those affected by the 
AIDS epidemic. The Names Project, AIDS memorial quilt serves 
as a reminder of those who have died of AIDS and a reminder of 
the enormity of the AIDS epidemic. 

According to the World Health Organization there are over 
100,000 reported cases of AIDS in the U.S. and over 54,000 


Americans have died of AIDS.

Coffee- 
house strives to suit the interests of the students at St.

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St. Michael’s Fire & Rescue has been providing ambulance and fire coverage to the college campus and 
surrounding communities since late 1969. It operates 24 hours a day, 365 days a year. The student-run squad 
currently responds to over I400 calls a year - that is more than 3 calls a day. 

The Fire Unit responds to calls in the Colchester area with two pumpers and an 85-foot ladder truck. The 
members are certified in interior fire suppression, water supply operations, search and rescue, and vehicle 
extrication. The department is a battalion of the Colchester Center Volunteer Fire Company and in addition to the 
weekly department training, there is a weekly mutual training session with Colchester Center as well as periodic 
fire schools. 

The rescue unit covers Winooski, Williston, St. George, Hinesburg, and Interstate-89 as well as the college 
campus. Members are certified as Emergency Medical Technicians. One of the busiest squads in the area, §. 
Mike’s responds to almost every type of call imaginable, from babies being born to heart attacks, and everything 
in between.

The Peace and Justice Committee of the Student Association enjoyed a very productive year in I990-9l. Throughout the 
year, co-chairs Celeste Viger and Dan Murphy sought to work closely with other student organizations in bringing important 
social issues to the forefront of campus discussion. In conjunction with the SMC chapter of Amnesty International, the Peace 
and Justice Committee kicked off the year in early September with a lecture by David Hinckley, former Executive Director 
of Amnesty International. During the month of November Dr. Michael Radelet of the University of Florida, delivered a lecture 
on capital punishment to a capacity crowd in the Farrell Room. Peace and Justice participated in International Awareness 
Week in mid-November by offering a slide show and presentation on EL Salvador as well as sponsoring a Montreal band at the 
closing ceremonies of the week. Other first semester activities included collecting clothes and toiletries for the victims of 
the North Campus fire. 

Operation Desert Storm served as the central focus of the second semester for Peace and Justice. On January 28th, Peace 
and Justice assisted the Office of Human Resources and several faculty members in organizing a teach-in on the Middle East 
which was presented to a standing-room-only crowd in the McCarthy Recital Hall. On February 7, 1991 former CIA agent Bruce 
Hemmings spoke about his 20-year experience in the Middle East. On March 3rd, the Mother Courage Peace Tour visited 
Saint Michael’s College. Women from Egypt, Israel, Turkey and Palestine shared their feelings concerning their children’s 
involvement in the war, stating their desire to bring their children home. 

February 10-I7th marked Hunger and Homelessness Awareness Week. In conjunction with the MOVE office, Peace and 
Justice organized a week of activities ranging from a World Banquet, a solidarity vigil for homelessness in the quad, and a 
One World Show. 

February was Black History Month, during which time Peace and Justice sponsored two movies, “Rhythm of Resistance” 
and ‘Black Orpheus” in attempting to bring about a greater awareness of black history and culture. 

In March, Dr. Gar Alperovitz of the National Center for Economic Alternatives offered a lecture concerning alternatives to 
the bombing of Hiroshima and alternatives to war. Programs concerning environmental awareness highlighted the month of 
April. 

The war in the Persian Gulf served as a means through which student interest in social issues heightened. The Peace and 
Justice Committee would like to thank students and members of the campus community for their cooperation with several 
programs. Special thanks to Father Mike Cronoque, Coordinator of Peace and Justice and Jennie Cernosia of the SMC Lecture 
Series. 


The Student Admissions Association is an organization 
designed to increase student awareness and participation 
in the admissions process. Students serve as tour guides, 
admissions representatives, and presentation facilitators. 
The SAA provides students with the opportunity to meet 
and talk with many different types of people. SAA mem- 
bers introduce and acquaint people with SMC, ultimately 
influencing their decision to attend.
